Rand, Avery & Co. had some six thousand in 
hand at the time, and, what with the burning of 
bound copies and the damage to sheets and 
paper, they cannot get another edition ready 
before next week. Meantime the publishers, 
Fords, Howard & Hulbert, can only partially 
fill their orders. They have had both good and 
bad luck with this book: good, in that it has 
kept selling by thousands every week since its 
appearance ; bad, in that they have not been 
able to catch up with their orders. They will, 
however, supply orders just as soon as it is pos- 
sible to get a newedition out. The book is 
making a great hit; the newspapers character- 
ize itasasecond “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” and a 
Washington letter-writer in one of the Boston 
papers says it is the talk of the town. Presi- 
dent Hayes has bought ten copies of it, and 
every member of the Cabinet had something to 
say about it. The book is likely to come more 
and more into notice as the campaign ap- 
proaches.

THE TURN OF THE TIDE. 


THE year just closed has brought at last the 
turn of the tide toward better times which 
has been so long hoped for and so long de- 
layed. The fact that the value of the crops of 
this country this year exceeds last year’s valu- 
ation by four hundred millions of dollars is at 
once suggestive of the source of the new pros- 
perity and proof that it is real and not fictitious. 
This new total is largely increased by the 
value added by manufacturing processes, and 
the money which represents this new wealth 
has passed from one hand to another until at 
Christmas-tide the fair share of the surplus found 
its way out from the pockets of the peo- 
ple who have not bought books for years, into 
the bookstores. At this writing, the best Christ- 
mas trade for years is reported from Boston, 
New York and the East generally, while the 
previous indications from the West assure the 
same or better results there. The publishing 
trade has been markedly improved, and in many 
lines, such has been the block in printing-offices 
and binderies, it has been impossible to fill 
orders. 

The ‘‘boom” has so far been felt chiefly in 
increase of opportunity for work and:in an in- 
crease of prices in material and to some extent 
in wages. It has not reached salaries nor goods 
of stated price, such as books and periodicals. 
But the cost of manufacture of these has already 


| } 
| 
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increased considerably, and is likely to increase 
further, especially as the rise in paper is already 
over 10 percent. This presents a problem of con. 
siderable difficulty, and much of the success of 
the year coming will depend upon its satisfac. 
tory solution. The standard re-issues,in which 
so sarge a business has been done this fall, have 
been priced so close down to the manufacturing 
basis that there has been only a minimum 
margin of profit even at the low price of paper 
which has ruled during most of 1879. Now 
that these elements of cost are advancing, there 
must be some increase of price to cover them. 
The same is more or less true in other lines. 

It seems to us that this is the opportunity the 
trade has long been waiting for—an opportu- 
nity which suggests a means of returning to 
better business methods. The natural tendency 
would be of course to put up retail prices, or at 
least to make higher retail prices on new books 
as they are published. The high discounts 
would still offer the old temptations to under- 
sellers. We would suggest that the wiser plan 
would be to hold to the present prices, stiffen 
them up, and make discounts closer. It will 
not then be possible for undersellers to make 
the marked reduction they now offer from ad- 
vertised prices, and the “ usual discounts” can 
with abundant reason be at least checked. We 
should be glad to hear from retailers themselves 
whether such a course would not, if they will 
think it out, promise direct benefit to them. 





BOSTON LETTER. 
Boston, Dec. 29, 1879. 


THE one great event of this week is, of 
course, the annihilation of Houghton, Osgood 
& Company’s place of business at 220 Devon- 
shire Street. The fire went through it as resist- 
lessly as if it had been tinder, and nothing was 
saved but three account-books and a few pri- 
vate papers. This produces momentary de- 
rangement of business; but as all the printed 
sheets and plates are at the Riverside Press, 
the stock can be replaced in a short time. With 
characteristic pluck and promptitude, Mr. Os- 
good, at four o’clock this morning, had engaged 
chambers at 47 Franklin Street (over Lee & 
Shepard), and though the machinery of the old 
offices was all destroyed, the spirit was not 
daunted, and the various departments began to 
organize themselves at once sufficiently to start 
the vast machine as soon as possible. Orders 
to print and to bind were given early this 
morning, and the gigantic goblin at the River- 
side Press, by working night and day, will soon 
send new piles of books in to supply the orders 
which would have been filled by those which 
were burned. It is impossible just now to 
state the loss, or what part of this is covered by 
insurance; but it is safe to say that whatever 
the loss, and notwithstanding the thousand in- 
conveniences resulting from the fire, the great 
business of the house will hardly be inter 
rupted.

THE BOSTON FIRE. 


On Sunday night, Dec. 28th, at about 12 
o'clock, a firé broke out in the rear of the paper 
warehouse of Rice, Kendall & Co., on Federal 
Street, whence it extended to Devonshire Street, 
until it had taken in the buildings occupied by 
Houghton, Osgood & Co., the work-rooms of the 
Heliotype Printing Co., the paper warehouse 
of S. D. Warren & Co., and a portion of Rand, 
Avery & Co.’s printing establishment. The 
buildings destroyed were in the very centre of 
the busiest portion of Boston, and were each 
costly six-story structures, all built since the 
great fire of November, 1872. The other build- 
ings destroyed or seriously damaged were those 
occupied by T. Y. Crowell, Claflin & Brown, 
paper dealers, and the North National Bank. 
The fire was completely under control by three 


at first estimated. Rand & Avery did not suf- 
fer much from fire, although their stock was 
damaged considerably by water. The following 
firms have suffered a total loss: Rice, Kendall 
& Co., Houghton, Osgood & Co., and the 
Union Express Company. Many of the small- 
er firms on the same block on Federal and 
Devonshire Streets sustained heavy damages. 


The insurance is supposed to cover very nearly 
all the losses.

Resolved, That the secretary be instructed to 
have the foregoing preamble and resolutions 
printed, and to forward a copy to each of the 
manufacturers, publishers, and jobbers known 
to our trade.

In connection with the above resolutions, 
the wholesale booksellers and stationers desire 
further to say: 

First.—That this market belongs to us, and 
we request that Eastern publishers and manu- 
facturers keep their travellers away. 

Before the days of railroads, when it took 
twenty-five days to reach New York, and 
thirty-five days to reach European markets, we 
enjoyed a comparative monopoly ; but now, no 
sooner do we think to have a‘‘ corner,” than in 
steps some meddlesome traveller, and l¢kely as 
not telegraphs to you for goods, and our little 
“bonanza” is spoiled. 

If a new concern starts, and we smooth our 
hands in glee, thinking to unload at a good 
handsome profit, again your traveller steps in 
and ‘‘ gives us all away” by placing the party in 


; ; | direct communication with the manufacturers, 
o'clock.

and, we now repeat, this thing must be stop- 
ped, 

While we are at it, we also desire again to 
call your attention toa circular from one of our 
leading book houses of this coast, demanding 
of the publishers twelve months’ time and 50 
per cent discount. We think it ought to be 
conceded in order to help them keep up their 
magnificent book establishment. As to the 
second circular issued by this same house, 
warning Eastern publishers and manufacturers 
that it would not be safe to give credit to any 
other house but themselves, they have private- 
ly informed us that they now think that circu- 
lar was ill advised, and desire to “take it 
back.” 

In conclusion, we trust we shall see no 
more of your travellers or resident agents. If 
we do, you may rely on it we will not keep 
your goods. 

You ought to be satisfied to stay at home, and 


to you, and let us do the travelling. 
We would advise you also to issue a similar 
circular to the trade in London and Berlin, and 


_ keep out those foreign interlopers ; give them 
_all the ‘‘cold shoulder,” as we will do to trav- 
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ellers out here, and then we will have a “soft 
thing ” all around.

MACMILLAN & Co. will publish early in the 
spring a volume entitled ‘‘ The Liberty of the 
Press, of Speech, and of Public Worship ; being 
Commentaries on the Liberty of the Subject 
and the Laws of England,” by Mr. James Pat- 
erson. The volume will include, among other 
subjects, discussions on rights of the press, 
libel, copyright, patent right, trade-marks, etc.

THE Lisbon correspondent of the Atheneum 
states that the International Literary Congress 
has already officially intimated to the Portuguese 
Government that the preliminaries are arranged 
for drawing up the programme of the subjects 
to be discussed at the meeting to be held in 
Lisbon next spring. According to rumor it 
appears all that appertains to translations wil! 
be largely studied and debated, and that a basis 
will be fixed for the ratification of a literary 
convention among the countries interested in 
the matter. 

Messrs. GRIFFITH & FARRAN, London (E. 
P. Dutton & Co., N. Y.), will shortly publish a 
book, entitled “On the Leads; or, What the 
Planets Say.”

A cuRIouS case is reported abroad of a 
popular author whose works are not procura- 
ble. ‘* The Moscow Society for the Diffusion of 
Useful Books is preparing a memoir of Alex- 
ander Pushkin and a selection from his writ- 
ings, to be published on the forthcoming occa- 
sion of the unveiling of the monument lately 
set up in memory of the greatest of Russia's 
poets at Moscow. It seems strange that a 
complete edition of his writings is not now to 
be procured except at a very high price. The 
Russian reader, says the Novoe Vremya, who 
wishes to buy a complete edition of Schiller's 
poems or Shakspeare’s plays can do so with- 
out difficulty, and at a moderate expense. But 
with the works of his own Pushkin the case |s 
different. The poet’s heirs have ceded their 
rights to a publisher, and he does not seem to 
trouble himself about supplying the demand 
for Pushkin’s writings, although the complete 
editions previously published have long been 
exhausted.” This is an instance of a danger 
provided for in the proposed British copyright 
act, but which was supposed not to exist.
